add that, "if our American Instl'uttons had 
done nothing eke, that alone would hive 
entitled them to tbe respect of mankind."

higher than all tbe rest, and if I were required, 
at A moment's notice, to flame the fittest ocou 
pant for It, I think my choice, at any time 
during tbe Ia»t forty-five years, would have 
lighted, and it would now light, upon Wash- 
ington 1" 


But if any one would get a full impression 


ot the affection and veneration in wbJeh Wash 
iugtou WM\ beld by his contemporaries, let 
him turn, almost at random, to tbe letters 
which were addressed to Mm, or which were 
addressed to him, or which were written about 
blm, by tbe eminent men, military or civil, 
American or European, who were privileged 
to correspond with ijlm, or who «vei so casu- 
ally found occasion to allude to Ills mrocr and 
character. And let him by no means forget, 
as be reBjd'sthem, that those letters_were 
written a.bvmdred years ago, wben language 
was more measured, it not more sincere, thin 
now, and before the Indiscriminate use of the 
superlative, vd the ejitKwations «nd adula- 
tions of "utterers and para«lto8, ocodlng great 
and gm»u alike down to posterity as patterns 
of eveij virtue under boaven, bad tended to 
render sucn tributes «9 suspicious as they 
often are worthless. 


Wbat, for instance, said plain 8pcakiog.old 


Oenjaonin l<r»nklln? "My fine crab-tree 
walking stick, wltb a gold h.U curiously 
wrought la tbe foiui ot tbe cap ot Libert)" 
theoo are toe words of his will, la 1789 "X 
give to my friend «ndtbe frl«ad ot mankind, 
jeorge Washington, If it were a scepter, be 
las merited it, and would become it."
